The  principal  _ supply- to'-tlie  town  ia  afforded  by  the  Driffield  Water 
Company  - a privat’e  company.  ' It  is  estimated  that  95^  the  premises 
in  the  Urban  District  are  provided  v/ith,  a piped  supply,  A chlorinating 
plant  is  installed  and  is  in  continuous  use. 

During  the  year  12  samples  of  raw  and  12  samples  of  treaty, 
were  sent  for  analysis  to  the  North  Riding  Laboratory  ht  SdatlDoroughi 
all  such  samples  being  found  to  be  satisfactory*

In  adaition  there  are  about  I3G' private  pumps  in  the  district^ 
most  of  which  are  connected  to  bores  sunk  into  the  chalk  to  a depth  .of 
approximately  45  fQS'b*  ' 

Sight  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  these  private  piimps  and 
on  analysis,  six  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  two  contaminated. 

In  these  t;/o  cases  the  wells  or  bores  v/ere  closed  and  a piped  supply 
laid  on. 

12.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Wo  se'.vers  were  extended  during  the  year,  but  a number  of  improvemen 
■:i3T3  carried  out  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Tiforks  including  the  construction 
of  nev;  scujn  boards  to  sedimentation  tah^ks,  provision  of  petrol  driven 
portable  pump  for  emptying  such  tanks,  and  the  installation  of  a Lea* 
Recorder  for  measuring  the  flow  of  sewage.  The  number  of  cesspools 

remains  at  13,  the  same  as  last  year. 


Closet  Accommodation . 

There  are  805  pail  closets  in  the  District  whilst  57  have  been 
converted  to  water  closets  under  a conversion  scheme  b3'’  which  the  Council 
contributes  ^0%  or  £6  (whichever  is  the  less)  towards  the  cost  of  such 
conversions. 


13.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  ’ ■ 

All  the.  collection  of  house  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  earth- 
closets,  ashpits  and  cesspools  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  worlonen, 

A Scammell  mechanical  articulated  horse  w’ith  watertight  trailer 
is  employed  in  the  cleansing  of.  eartholosets  and  cesspools,  a portable 
pump  being  used  to  empty  the  latter,

One  sample  of  raw  milk  was  submitted,  by  bacteriological  examin- 
ation proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  one  sample  uf  raw  milk  by  biological 
examination,  the  test  proving  to  be  ns  native.  In  addition,  7 samples

Eight  samples  of  vvater  v/ere  taken  from  these  private  pumps  and 
on  analysis,  six  v/ere  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  tv/o  contaminated. 

In  these  tv/o  cases  the  wells  or  bores  were  closed  and-  a piped  supply 
laid  on,

Two  contraventions  of  the  Milk  & Dairies  Orders  v/ere  found  during 
the  year  - one  of  insufficient  cleansing  of  bottles  and  one  where  struct- 
ural alterations  'were  required  to  dairy  promises. 

On  attention  being  drawn  to  these  matters,  remedial  mdasures  v/er© 
carried  out  in  both  cases. 

One  sample  of  raw  milk  was  submitted,  by  bacteriological  examin- 
ation proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  one  sample  of  raw  milk  by  biological 
examination,  the  test  proving  to  be  n©  native.  In  addition,  7 samples 
of  heat  treated  milk  were  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase 
tests,  and  in  each  case,  5 samples  proved  satisfactory  and  2 unsatisfact-
